THE EASTERN QUESTION. 


Earl Russell Advocates War. ; 
Loxpowx, Nov, 24.—Karl Raseell writes a 
letter to the Times sayirg that if the Czar 
proposes to set aside the treaty of Paris by 
force, let us mect him with force. The soon- 
er the better. 

The Morning Post, :eferring to Gortscha- 
koff’s answer to Granville’s note, expected 
here to-day, seys that diplomacy is wholly at 
fault in conjecturing its nature. 

Gortschakefi’s Reply. 

St. Peterssure, Nov. 24.—Prince Gorts- 
chakoff’s reply to the Bntish and Austrian 
Governments is very conciliatory. It ex- 
plains the pacific meaning of the previous 
declaration, and affirms that Russia craves 
peace generally and in the East especially. 
It would be impossible to maintafh it with- 
out a common understanding, and Russia 
shrinks from acting separately from the other 
powers. 

Prussia and the Treaty of °56, 

Lonpox, Nov, 24.—The World’s corre- 
spondent at Bertin telegraphs the 24th that it 
1s semi-cfficiaily announced that Prussia was 
pot a party to the treaty of 1556 to the same 
extent as England, Austria and France. 
Prussia, it 1» stated, did not engage to consider 
“every violation of the treaty as a casus belli, 
but only demanded respect for the integrity 
of Turkey. This position will give to the 
Prussian Government an opportunity to offer 
mediation to prevent the threatened rupture, 
with the best prospect of success. 

A Cabinet Crisis Imminent. 
[ World’s Specia 1,) 

A Cabivent crisis is imminent. All the 
Ministers are in town, and a meeting to be 
held to-morrow, the 25th, will be decisive. 
Rumors are rife concerning the changes ia the 
Ministry in consequence of the difference of 
Opinion as to the policy to be adopted towards 
Russia and the treatment of the pretensions 
of that Government. 

Earl Rasesell Bidding for Power. 

There is a strong belief that Eari Russell 
is again bidding for power, and may soon be 
seen in office. itis believed that Gladstone 
will be obliged to resign, and that Russell 
will succeed. This information, obtained 
from the bighest source, is an additional con- 
firmation of the report of the changes. lt 
should be staied that Earl Pussell bad a 
pamphiet printed on the Euro and Raus- 
sian question, which he hurriediv withdrew 
at the last moment yesterday. Should Rus- 
se 1! come into office war will be declared im- 
mediately.

St. Pererssurc, Nov. 23.—The St. Peiers- 
burg Gazette to-day says the Russian circular, 
however decided in its form in regard to the 
treaty of Paris, touches not on the Eastern 
question, and it is not outside of 
a peaceful policy. {ft puts Turkey 
and Russia on like conditions on 
ihe Black Sea. Russia has committed no 
actual violation of the Biack Sea neutrality. 
Before this happens negotiations will have ex- 
plained the absence of all hostile designs by 
Russia. Such was the aim of the second Rus- 
sian note of the 20th of October. This sec- 
ond note prevests Granyille answering the 
circular with @ sharp dispatch, butthe nego- 
Ziations will continue and explain. 

The. Gazette says Russia can do nothing 
to prevent war but declare its peace- 
~ ful intention. War or peace depends, not on 
Ruesia, but on other powers. It lays stress 
on the change of Epglsb opinion and the let- 
ters of Messrs. Mill and Froude, and hopes for 
a more durable peace. It says that adfiresses 
are received from all parts of Russia express- 
ing joy at the circular and filled with patriot- 
ism.

Virewna, Nov. 24.—Baron Von Beust in re- 
ply to Prince Gortschakoff says: In the face 
of the obligations contracted in 1856, whica 
are not to te evaded or annulled, dfence 
only exactsareply, The fact that Turkey 
can sustain a fleet where Russia can 
not is nos sufficient for arbi- 
trarily dissolving a treaty. The action of 
Russia endangers al] the existing and future 
treaties. Turkey is not responsible for the 
nnion of the principalities. Turkey asks 
that we shall pot give sanction to a breach of 
treaty. The mere holiday excursions of frig- 
ates into the Euxine, with princes on 
board, were perfectly harmless. Russia 
should have shown dissatisfaction 
and spoken atthe proper time. Austria de- 
plores Russia’s determination, and expresses 
her surprise. She points ont to Russia the 
Inevitable consequences of the step she has 
taken.

8'x for former 
deficits. Fourteen fer arms. Eight for forti- 
fications, and nine for clothing.

More- 
over they are commanded by the hights 
which are invested with cannon sweeping the 
whole field.

In casc of an attack should the French 
break the first line they would encounter an- 
other several miles back. General Foie, at 
Fort Nogent, expelled the Germans from the 
position they had taken up in the valley of 
Cnampegny. The redoubt de Yraville fired 
at the German works at Mont Mesy, distant 
2,500 yards, and dismounted their batteries. 

A reconnoissance had been made by the 
Parisian tirailleures. They went to Cham, 
pegny, dislodged the German outposts, de- 
stroyed their provisions, and killed a number 
of the enemy.

24.—The following is the 
essential portion of a circular of an import- 
aut character, addressed by the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, at Tours, to the Diplomatic 
agents of France, at foreign Courts: 

In regard to the new effort now prosecuted 
to effect an armistice, as far as we are 
concerned, faithful to our rights, we remain 
in the same disposition as at the 
moment when the former negotiations 
were undertaken and maivtained as the basis 
for an armistice, the revictualing of Paris and 
a general election in the whole of France. 
We bave good reason to believe that Count 
Bismarck has an jntertion to suggest to the 
neutral powers that the election can be held 
without an armistice. Tue French Govern- 
ment bas already declared that it could not 
accept __ this. The electors, at least, 
very great numbers, are far from their homes 
ad departments. How then could a legal and 
peaceful election be possible in the country 
throngh uviversal suffrage? The French Gov- 
ernment earnestly desires nominations for the 
Constituent Assembly, which would con- 
tribute to smooth away the difficulties and 
aid toward a pecificatiop, which has neyer 
cesecd to be our ardent wish.

INDIAN APFAIRS. 

Wasuinoetos, Nov. 24—The President in 
his annual message will congratulate Con- 
greas on the workings of the Indian peace 
policy, and explain the manner in which the 
five millions of dollars, appropriated by Con- 
gress in July, have been disbursed, claiming 
that the annuities have been correctly pajd 
over to the Indian tribes, and that all the sup- 
plies bave been purchased by the Intenor 
Upartmeat, direct, and without the interfer- 
ence of middie-men or the  pnay- 
ment of Commissioners. The President 
comments on the good offices of 
the various missionary officials, and expresses 
his belief that they are working the most 
beneficial results in perfecting a permanent 
peace, and in the education of Indian children. 
The estimate of the Indian Service for the 
next fiscal year ar® placed ai nearly a million 
lees than for the present year. 

GEORGIA. 

The advices to the Republicans from Geor- 
gia are very confident in their tone, and 
claim the Legislature and all bit one Con- 
greseman ip the delegations of the Forty-first 
and Forty-second Congress. As the voting 
precinets are few and far between, and the 
election is to be held for three days, and the 
baliot-boxes are te be carried away 
from the polls for three nights, to re- 
main in the custody of Governor Bullock’s 
commissioners, this confidence appears to be 
well founded.

London. 

SAN DOMINGO. 

One of the strangest rumors in dipiomatic 
quarters is that which asserts that Prussia is 
negotiating with Baez for the purchase of 
San Domjpgo, and that the United States iss 
party to the transaction on the reciprocal 
ground that Prussia will endeavor to secure 
this country a coaling station on the Mediter- 
rancan. The story is wentioned for what it 
is worth. 

HARBOR FORTIFICATIONS. 

Gev. h. G. Wnght, Col. Michel, and Gen, 
J. G. Barnard, appointed last July by the 
Secretary of War to examine and report 
upon the various means of i harbor 
fortifications in use by England, 
Russis;— Prussia, and Denmark, have 
returned from * their mission. They 
passed six months very pleasantly, were bou 
ored, feted, and aided in their work by the al- 
iowance of every facility for making observa- 
tions. In Russia especially they were treat- 
ed with distinguished courtesy by the Czar, 
They have come home with the materials for 
areport which ought certainly to result in 
great advantage to the defenses of our ex- 
tensive sea coakt,

Minnesota, and a number 
of other prominent men in the United States, 
expressing sympathy with the objects of the 
Convention. 

Hon. Sam. Galloway, of Ohio, presentcd 
the majority report of the committee on reso- 
lutions, which was sizned by all the members 
of the c ommittee, except the members from 
the State of New York, as follows: 

The committee on resojutious respectfully

The Louisville Commercial’s 
ments about the attitude 
CovuRIER- JOURNAL and the State 
goverpment of Kentucky towards 
certain disgraceful outbreaks and deplora- 
ble violations of law in severai counties, 
are very incorrect.

The end they accom- 
plished was a good one, but the evil effect 
of an unlawful remedy is apparent in the 
fact that it has been perverted to the grati- 
fication of private malice, and is now em- 
ployed to execute sentence of death or 
exile upon any man who may be disliked 
or suspected by a few persons. 

We do not know whether our Legiala- 
turecan devise a remedy for these lawless 
conspiracies, but, for the honor of the 
present generation of Kentuckians, and 
for the interest of every citizen, it ought to 
exhaust its powers in the effort. This 
thing of serving notices of exile upon Ken- 
tuckians at will, and hanging or shooting, 
at midnight and in their own door-yards, 
men who stand convicted of no crime, is a 
burping disgrace to the State, a positive 
injury toevery interest cherished by ber 
people. It is demoralizing her young men, 
sowing a harvest of crime and paving the 
way toa state of society incompatible with 
modern civilization. It our State govern- 
ment cannot control it, the whole power 
of an active, out-spoken public sentiment 
ought to be invoked unceasingly for its 
suppression. We have let it alone until 
the secret conclave and the ambuscade of 
midnight assassins threatens to usurp per- 
manently the tunctions of judge and sher- 
iff.

suffrage is allowed the women of Amer- 
ica,” 

So much for the danger we have escaped. 
What shall we say of the measure itself? 

It is hard to describe either it or its 
authors. Itcan only have been a conspir- 
acy on the part of the Chief of Police and 
certain short-sighted members of the 
General Counci], who thought they could 
monopolize the beauty of the town. They 
reckoned without their host. Had they 
succeeded they would have killed the 
goose that laid the golden egg, and the 
Chiet of Police, whom we take to be a 
sort of Lovis NapoLEon meditating a 
coup de ville, would have got the teathers, 
that is, the entire city government would 
have been sent to jail, whilst JENKINS the 
First ruled over us ! 

We say nothing of the commercial part 
of the matter. That is another and even a 
more extensive branch of the subject. But 
if the Fourth-street people do not hold a 
mass meeting to-day, make Ben BARKER 
President and Dora Scuuuz Secretary, 
and pass a series of resolutions thanking 
the Mayor, they are not as grateful or as 
sagacious as we like them to be. Neither 
is this the whole of their duty. Averse as 
we are to the appearance of corruption, 
we do not hesitate to remark that Mr. 
BAXTER ought to have the run of Fourth 
street for at least aday, and when he has 
had it, Fourth street will have made money 
byit. Did not the Liverpool Chamber 
of Commerce vote Lord NExson five thou- 
sand pounds for saving a trumpery lot of 
dry goods and Paris millinery off the coast 
ot Dover? And here BaAxTER has saved 
Fourth street millions. Had that ordi- 
nance become a law, ribbons, rouge and 
jimcracks, bonnets, laces and fal-lals, silks, 
satins and velyets, would have been driven 
out of the market; the grass would have 
grown in the‘ crevices of the pavements 
extending from the Blue Store to Chestnut; 
and, in lieu of the luxuriant and expensive 
flowers that now fill both the promenade 
and the pockets of its tradespeople, burst- 
ing into a pecuniary as well as sentimental 
bloom every sunny afternoon, we should 
have but a beggarly array of uncommercial 
weeds and thistles, varied here and 
there, perhaps, by the impecunious dahlia 
and the stationary poppy, rising out of 
dog-fennel and py’son-plant to frighten the 
souls of a lonely and mourntul procession 
of males, bereit of the angels and excluded 
from the light of heaven. 

The General Council was mistaken. 

That is all. There is not a woman in 
Louisvi'le who has not a hundred pro- 
tectors that do not wear the badge of the 
Chiet of Police. There is not a ruffian 
in Louisville who would not find himself 
in the middle of Fourth street before he 
could repeat an insult, and that without 
the interference of the law. Happily 
there is an ever-watchful, an instinctive 
manhood at all times within the reach of 
our women, and on this they can safely 
depend. As for the rest, why, we shan’t 
shut oureyes, shall we? Please God, we 
shall not; by all the saints in the cata- 
logue, including the venerable ANTHONY, 
weshall not. We shall go on undy- 
Ing and undoubting to the end 
Nor laws, nor any barricades, shall 
dim our belief that, for all the decorations, 
the powder, thg paint, the flounces, flour- 
ishes and' padding, there is a solid founda- 
tion for oum faith that woman is a prodi- 
gious good thing, a very miracle of blessed- 
ness and beauty, and for the hope also that, 
instead of seeing less of her, we may sce 
more of her, that which we have seen con- 
tributing only to the reverence we have 
for our mothers and the joy we have 
in our wives, 
It is well. With the woolly Thanksgiv- 
ing clouds floating comfortably above us in 
a dreamy ocean of indolent, half-hid sun- 
shine; with the soothing tones of a Thanks- 
giving sermon still lingering like the echo 
of mellow bells in our ear; with the oily 
and fragrant suggestions of a Thankasgiv- 
jng turkey clinging fondly to the lips as if 
to bid them speak and speak bountifully; 
with a still half-finished bottle of Carte 
Blanche to wash down the sermon‘and the 
turkey, and to say “drink freely, for this is 
the last of the basket, and RoEDERER 
is dead;’ amid the Thanksgiving 
prattle of children and the Thanks- 
giving hum of passing feet, we repeat, IT 
IS WELL. The march of tashion and the 
course of nature will proceed unchecked. 
Fourth street is not yet consigned to the 
bats and owls, nor the word “finis” written 
upon itsportals. The butterflies will con- 
tinue to make a giddy maze inthe sun, 
and beaux and belles, enamored of them- 
selves and of one another, will warm and 
brighten the winter weather. Jt és well.

A Man see ~~ to Death by a Fall- | 


ng Derrick. 

An acéident Occurred at the canal improve- 
mect on Wedpe:day afiernoon, by which one 
man was instantly killed and several others aar- 
rowly escaped serious, tf oot fatal, injury. 

A gangof men were epgaged in hoisiing out 
of tbe capal with a large derrick the stone which 
bad been loosened by the blasting.

In 
the former city capital is nimble, and is not 
only accessible for all business purposes, but 
is*turned over go often that it is made to 
serve the iegitimate uses of a much larger 
amount in more stagnaut channels.

pressure been ascertained and provided for 
that when the moment arrived and every plug 
was withdrawn the boats went down ina per- 
tect line, at right angles to the current, as 
interded. Baoys were fixed, and next day 
Captain Lee paid an early visit to eve if all was 
sufe. All was safe, inciuding the city of 8t. 
Louis. Day atter day brush, stones, etc 
were sunk until the dyke thus formed reached 
the surface of the water. To-day cars cross 
that same structure, to whose existence a 
proud city Owes its greatuess, a silent monu- 
ment tothe genous of one who though dead 
“strl lives.’’ 

The whole secrets of Lee’s suceess in this 
case were simply these: He knew and made 
use of the weil-known rule in bydrostatics 
that the angle at which the water left an ob- 
struction would be exactly equal to the angle 
at which it struck; or, in other words, philo- 
sopbically speaking, the angle of incidence 
would be equal to the angle of refraction. He 
further knew from experiments airegdy tried 
that at any other than a right angie the water 
would cut out and wash away avy obstruction 
he might place.

SOME CURIOUS FACTS.

It isan old saying that all is not gold that 
glitters, and the history of the Fifth avenue

f you live in this fashionable spot you must 
pay eitber $75,000 for a house (perhaps $100,- 
000), or you must give an equivalent rent. 
Lhink of $8,000 rent to begin with. You can- 
not furnish this house at a less expense than 
$10,000; and, if pictures and atatuary be in- 
troduced, you may treble that figure. To 
this is te be added your carriage aud span of 
matched horses, worth $5,000 at least. Then 
look over your pay rell of servants. Here is 
the coachman, who with his family livesina 
finished room over your stable. He must have 
$800 a year, and will have it, even if he be 
obliged to rob the oat-bim in order to meet a 
deficiency. Next is the footnvan, who on 
public drives is perched on the rear of the 
carriage and wears the same uniform as th¢ 
driver. He must have $30 a month and 
board. Add to these the cook at, $16 per 
mcntb, charmbermaid at $0 per month, anf 
nurse (for the children must not be neglected) 
at $12 per month. The housekeeper caps the 
list, for a fashionable lady would as s000 take 
eare of ber children or do any other anbe- 
coming work es attend to housekeepiag du- 
ties, and no heusekeeper can be got for less 
than $30 per month. have only pat down a 
half dozen servants, Which is a moderate num- 
ber; but, when we consider that each of these 
may be aw thief, it is as mauy as you really 
need, and if youcan meet the expenses anu 
peculation which your establisameut in- 
volves you Must have au i.come of $25,000 at 
least. 

HOW TO KEEP UP AN INCOME. 

Notwithstanding the immense financial re- 
sources of this city, it is admitted that to 
kecp up & regular income is a matter of no 
nttie difficuity. Business here is subject to 
incessant vicissitude, Our social and com- 
mercial! strata are volcanic, and sudden cou- 
vulsiot's ave cupstantiy occurring. A man 
must be indeed fortunate who can hold his 
uwn year after year. A collapse like that of 
the Pacific Mail Company strikes out the sup- 
port of many @ princely honse. Men hére 
often become suddenly insolvent—but the dis- 
bursements continue.

The credit system prevails here extensively, 
and as a consequence there is an incessant

Astonishing Things Aboutthe Beriin 
Press. 
| Berlin Corre: pondence N. Y. Tribune] 

The Berlin press is not at all metropolitan 
in character, and even behind an Awserican 
inland town like Chicago, Even the present 
war cid not break its slumber. By roygl au- 
thority, there is only one reporter at the 
King’s headquarters, who writes for ali the 
papers of this city; his letters, under che siz- 
nature of K. (Kaysler), are published by all 
oftbem. Only avery few have their own re- 
porters; bere and there an occasional coutrib- 
utor servds an account of some important 
event, but I do not remember haviog seen a 
sitgle telegraphic dispatch of more than ten 
lines beside the official ones. ‘‘We cavnot 
help it,’ eay the editors, when blamed for the 
meagerness and sameness of their news; “‘it 
would not pay to procure information at the 
enormous expense which the American and 
English papers go to for satisfying the insa- 
tiable appetite of their readers.””’ But these 
gentlemen have never trix d whether it will pry 
or pot, and prefer their old method of copy 
ing from foreign, especially English, papers. 
Imagine that tbe capture of Napoleon was 
pot published ary eariier at Berlina than at New 
Yors and Sen Francisco! The first news of 
this momentous event, addressed to the 
Queen, arrived here on Friday night, Septen- 
ter 2d, at 11 o’clock, and another account 
raached the Minister of the Interior at 12 
o'clock. The latter, instead of sending it at 
ouce to the press, kept it for himself and his 
friends. Thus the morning papers of Satur- 
day, 3d, did not eontain a word about the glo- 
rions suceess, and it was only at 9:30 a. m. of 
that morning that extras were published. I 
have not seen a single paper which complained 
of this utter want of propricty, of this gross 
stupidity, on the part of the Government. 
The city items of Berlin are about all the 
sume, and the papers seem to have but one 
common reporter. The editors have no idea 
of the great importance ot this department, 
which forms the basis of the local cirenlation, 
and slowly buteure'y works on the minds of 
the readers. True, there are many good art - 
eles im the tlm journals, but on 
the whele the are too hcevy, 
too essay-like, so that they would be 
more fit to be Aegean ina weekly or a month- 
ly than in a daily paper. The Volks Zeitun 
a cheap demecratic sheet, has about 30, 
subscribers and the largest circulation; the 
Vossiche Zeitung, of the same political tea- 
deney, some 15,000 subscribers, and the Za- 
kanit, a radieal organ, has the smallest circa- 
lation, with not more than 1, to 2, 
stibecribers. The average circulation of all 
the , ata high cstimate, amounts 
to about subscribers. The deru- 
datech, by the way, the best satirical and 
comic paper of Europe, sells 40,000 copies. 
Would it have succeeded if it had been dull 
and tame? I often show the Tribune to pab- 
lic men and newspaper editors of this city. I 
never shali forget the stupidly jncredulous air 
which one of them exhibited when [ explained 
to him that you paid more than 0 for 

our telegraphic dispatches of September 3 
Not ence, a dozen times [ bad to show the 
copy of the Tribune, ot September 4 It went 
from hand to hand, and was reiurned to me 
in avather dilapidated state. 1 did not calcu- 
late upon the curiosity which the paper nec- 
essary caused, but wished to see the effect 
which it wade on newspaper editors, ‘Well, 
ihat’s gravd, that’s ed ans quite 
Amencap,’’ I heard them exclaim, ‘‘but here 
such a feat is out of the question.”’ But why? 
I interrapted, ‘Because we are too poor; we 
have not readers enough.”’ All my remon- 
atranees were in vain, in vain all my protests 
that a paper like the Tribune had its time 
when it, oo, could not afford. such heavy ex- 
penses; that by industry, thrift acd sagicity, 
step by step, it bad reached its present pros- 
perity; but that to win, man must risk aud 
il himself of bis opportunities, and that the

terday advanced about three-quarters per cent. 
on Saturday’s quotations and over one per cent. 
os the lowest produced by the agitation of th 
Russian gu estion. : 

Public sentiment in Engiand ts very much di- 
vided, but it ts patent that Eoglana is not pre- 
pared for a war, and would lose vastly more than 
she would gain by measuring arms with the 
Rresians. It ts stated that India, the great 
rovrce of English wealth, and about the only 
potat on which Great Britain would care to em- 
brot) herself in war, is fo no danger from Rus- 
sia; che cannot be attacked from the sea while 
Evgland basa fleet, and by land there are in- 
supeiable cifficulties in the way of tmvasion. 
The nearest base for any movement on the part 
of Rustia would be two thousand miles, the 
country. intervening being full of unsecied 
tribes unfriendly to Russia. As for Turkey, she 
is In nO wise worih to John Bull the expense and 
bazard of an open rupture with Russia. Should 
the present peace feeling in Bnogiand hoki, a 
further advence in consvis and in our Govern- 
ment bonds may be expected, until last week's 
decline ts recovered. 

As the case now siands, we may look for ao 
advanee in the gold premium, and a decline in 
American securities abroad, ard what furiber 
complications may arise affecting American io- 
terest, time only can determine. 

It bas been very satisfactorily demonstrated 
that so far the Franco-Prussian war has been of 
no benefit 10 the United States. Engiana tas 
fared better. The recent returos of the British 
Board of Trad¢ reveal:ome important effects of 
the war upon trade interests. Of these the fol- 
lowing upon the carryiog trade are the mos im- 
portant: 

In tbe month: of August and September, 1369, 
752 versels, of 196,419 tons, entereea British ports 
under the German fieg. In Atigust and Septem-

The same results are visiblein the returns of 
the direct trade of Great Britain with the two 
countries. In Aneu-t and September, 1969, 1,411 
vessels, tonnage 229,406, arrived from French 
poste. In i870 the number had declined to 1,351, 

‘at the tounsage had increased to 247,144. 
186% Britisn vessels leaving Britisb ports for 
French ports pumbered 2,172; the tonnage was 
870.873. In 1870 the number of vessels was 2,304. 
and the tonnage 427,213. The direct trade of 
Greai Britain with Germany reads the same le:- 
son. In Auguit and September, 1869, there ar- 
rived iu British ports end under thy British fag 
from Germany 7(9 vessels, with 120,945 tons. Ia 
1870 the numecers were reduced to 365 vessels, 
and the tonnage to 91,879. In 1869 1,622 vessels 
of 348,122 tens burden sailea from British ports 
for Germany. In 1870 the tumber was 2 
the tonnage 80,06. the comparative decliae 
in the direct trade between 4ireat Britaia and 
Germany is made up to Great Britain uv tne in- 
creased shipments whicu are made to Holland 
and Denmark, through which neutral powers 
Germany is crauwivg her supplies. The vessels 
that cleared for Denmark in Aucust and Septem- 
ber, 1869, measured only 79,129 tons. In the 
present year the tontage, almost doublirg itself, 
has riven to 153.441. The shipments to Holland 
for the same period measured in 1669 131,582 
tons. against 199.708 ‘ons in 1870. There are 
many lessons which may be drawn from these 
ngures; but there is one lbs:on Whicd We, a3 a 
pation, ought to learn, and iearn at once. It Is 
that ‘a pation strong at sea may matutain ber 
cop merce uniwpair: d in wer, wherea: @ nation 
“iihoat a pave cannot goto war without direetly 
sacrificipe ber commescial tn’erests.”” Of this 
experience we have already tad enough. Bat 
ve buve pot been apt scholars. 

PORK-PACKING.—T'ere were several houses 
éengagea in siaughtering to-day, the pumber 
slaughtered being about 3,500 hcad, making the 
slaughtering up to this evening about 60,000 
head. Price-to-dvy rangei from $6 to $655 for 
the vailous grades, though $6 35 are «xtreme fg- 
ures at which transactions were limtied.

It is evident “that the 
baike, by putting forth their best eiTurts, ean 
supply the seces-ary funds, and this opinion is 
warranted by their statements, published from 
time to time, : howlog thelr capital and deposits, 
giving their available means io the amount of 
about $13,000,000. 

At interior towns throughout the West very 
littie has ws yet been done by packers. Fa*mers 
have®not be: n disposed to sell, but it ls probable 
they wilil soon view the subject inamore rational 
light, and meet the views of packers, who are 
Wulipg to pay 6e gross. And while there are 

reasons for believitg at this gure there wiil be 
a fair marem tor progdts, the margin is pet sul 
ficlentiy wide to warrant any material advance 
upon ii. 

Up to last Saturday no hegs had been killed at 
Pavenport, &t. Joseph, De-moine*, Peoria, Du- 
buque, Kansas City,or Madison, Ind. Quincy 
bac killed but 1,500 bead, and O-vtawa the same 
pumber. Jscksonvilie, Ill., Mad killed 400 and 
Ir cianapolis 8,060. Ii is known thatthe country 
is full of bows, which sre still to come forward. 
At reasonable prices they will meet witn ready 
sale, and we believe it will be well for farmers to 
meet this market promptly.

If an individ- 
ual epould place an obstruction one railway 
track, thus jeopardizing the lives of his feliows, 
and insuring che destruction of valuable prop- 
erty, on preof of the fact being made, such 
an tndividual would be held as a feion, 
and egaiost bim the law would denounce @ pen- 
aliy. More than $100,000 worth of property has 
been destroyed by the bridge obstruction at 
Rock Istand alone, besides several valuabie 
uives. The Parkersburg bridge has prove1 even 
more destructive. Now, have corporations any 
more rigbt to place destructive obstructions on 
orintbe highway of any pubiic conveyance 
thaebD an individual, or several individuals, have 
to do the same thing? Ab-tractiy considered, we 
cannot “see it.”” There are bridges that do net 
thus interfere With the cavigation of the free 
waier-ways of this continent. We quote from 
the Pittsture Commercial of Saturday as fol- 
lows: “A suspepsion bridge over the Ea+triver, 
te connect New York and Brookivn, has been 

rojected. 1.00 feet uavigable water 
f. to be bridged with a single span, twice as long 
as that of the Niagara suspension bridge and four 
times the length of the longest non-suspension 
epan ever attempted. The elevation will be one 
bunored and thirty-six fet above high water, 
ano the talicat-masted vesscis ever bullt can pass 
under, tbus dispensing with thedraw. We 
mend these facts to those who prate about the 
imprecticability of four-hundred-feet spans in 
bridging the Ohio. New York is careful not to 
interfere with her navigailon interests, while 
ours are being irreparably damaged by short- 
span bridges of low elevat'on—and that, 'oo, by 
railroad corporations which, if not purposely 
bent on destroying river pavigation to swell their 
ownd protits, are at least wiiliuily crippling i. for 
the sake of saving a few thousand dollars in the 
cor struction of their bridges.”
